IN THE SPECIFICATION 


Please amend the paragraph on page 8, lines 11-24 (as originally filed, now shown as 
paragraph [0022] in Patent Application Publication No. 20030128229) as follows: 

Alternatively, the user may be given the option of paying more or less for content that is 
time sensitive, such as a stock quote. For example, as illustrated in FIG. 4, a PDA 32 with a 
limited sized display 34, which in a preferred embodiment has less than forty square inches of 
viewable area, may display a plurality of interactive buttons offering to display a stock quote 
having different ages. If the stock quote is in real time, button 36 can be touched with a PDA 
stylus to activate a command to the billing server to retrieve a real-time quote for the stock 
requested at the shown cost of 10 cents. If the user can use a stock quote that is five minutes old, 
he touches button 38 and agrees to pay a penny. If the stock quote required is more than fifteen 
minutes old, he touches button 40 for a free quote. In an alternative embodiment, buttons 36, 38, 
and 40 and like buttons may be replaced by a slider bar 42 [[(not shown)]], which allows the user 
to slide a curser along the bar to vary the cost of viewing content depending on age, amount or 
other quantifiers or qualifiers of the content. 
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
